Buckeye Youth Center 
leaders, management at odds

The youth leaders at Buckeye Youth Center. 2280 W. Broad St., have filed a complaint with the 
management. Ninety percent of the youth leaders signed a petition stating their grievances 

The petition cited “petty ‘write-ups’ and continuous supervisor harassment and intimidation, designed to ‘ 
destroy morale, make it difficult for employees to do their job effectively and without undue stress" as the 
main problem. The petition also stated "management is out of touch and not in tune with the primary 
objectives of a youth leader, which is to maintain safety and security." 

‘There is no communication between management and the youth leaders at Buckeye. The piace is being 
totally mismanaged," said one youth leader, whd chose to remain anonymous for fear of backlash by the 


The youth leader, along with a second anonymous youth leader, claim the management as well as the 
union, OCESEA AFSCME Local 11 AFL-CIO do not take.the complaints of the youth leaders seriously. 

There is no sounding board for youth leaders to voice their grievances. The union cohorts with the 
management. the second youth leader said. "I've had grievances misplaced. The mechanism to file 
grievances is so Complicated they just get fost ~ 

"A lot of the youth leaders are so frustrated that they don’t even show up for union meetings. When you 
call the union office, you get a recording. They're supposed to call you back within 24 hours, but that doesnt 
even happen," the first youth leader added: He also said that he is trying to get out of the union and receive 
compensation for his union dues because he feels it has not adequately represented him 

Buckeye Youth Center has a high turnover rate for youth leaders and a revolving door, according to the 
two youth leaders. They say many of their co-workers are constantly fired and rehired. A third youth leader 
said a manager was arrested in early August for forging the youth leader's signature on his paycheck and 
trying to cash it at a West Side check cashing exchange : : 
aders-stated—that-the. juveniles,.who.are.usually-muitiple-effenders-assigned to the 
Buckeye Youth Center for six months to a year. are not being rehabilitated because of the disparity between 
management and the youth leaders. 

Overcrowding in the all-boys minimum security facility is also a problem, the employees said. Buckeye 
Youth Center, which will soon relocate to Circleville, Ohio. takes in youths from other facilities, such as the 
Franklin County Juvenile Detention Cemer. The employees claim one youth leader may be assigned to as 


"Inner city kids are very advanced in the mind. They know how to manipulate the system. If you don't 
have a system that works for the 90s. you're not going to be able to rehabilitate ‘90s kids," said the second 


The two employees say they are not given enough authority to discipline the youths. The juveniles assault 
the youth leaders or each other and the only measure that is taken is a write-up, the youth leaders said 
They also claim some of the youths falsely tell management that the youth leaders mistreat them in order 
to have them written up. The youth leaders have no recourse against a claim by a youth and have the 
investigation of the claim on their record. 

"The majority of the youth leaders care but they don't have the too|s to adequately do the job.” the first 


The employees said they are not notified by management when a youth has AIDS or ‘some other 
communicable disease. The first youth leader says he fears for his health when he breaks up bloody fights 


Suggestions offered for improving relations between management and youth leaders: 

Management communicating with youth leaders and confronting problems in a "non-threatening way" 
and taking into consideration the conditions the strained conditions the youth leaders work under before. 
writing them up. They also suggested that management modernize the youth leader's employee rule book, 
which they say is too complex and out of date. 

Until these changes are made, contends the first youth leader, "They're not using the taxpayers’ money

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Go slow on vouchers 


overnor George Voinovich, concemed about 

improving competition in the provision of 

education of Ohio's youth, has endorsed a 
strategy that is highly controversial: the awarding of 
vouchers to parents for their children’s education. 


Governor Voinovich has announced that he is back- 
ing a plan, proposed by the Governor's Commission on 
Educational Choice, that would create a pilot program 
ina few districts in which parents could opt for vouchers 
of up to $2500 per year for private tuition to spend on 
their children’s education, 

Proponents of the plan argue that it would be a 
windfall for schools public and private, since it would 
not take all state subsidies away from the public 
schools and would provide new private schools 
desperately-needed revenues to create the kind of 
competitive system which many school reform advo- 
cates believe is necessary. 

Voucher plans are in the works in a number of states 
including Oregon, Colorado, Pennsylvania, Illinois, and 
Arizona. In its complete restructuring of financing for 
@ducation (through elimination of property taxes to fund 
the schools), the state of Michigan is also considering 
some sort of voucher plan 

And California has gone furthest down that road; its 
citizens will vote in November on whether to approve a 
50 percent voucher plan for all California schools 

The opponents of the voucher plans have unques- 
tionably used scare tactics against voters. !n Califor- 
nia, for example, the opponents charged that under the 
plan witches could organize schools to teach young 
people, and receive funding from the state under the 
plan, 

But the questionable tactics of opponents should not 
obscure some real concerns regarding the plans. For 
example, will the provision of vouchers. in Ohio -- and 

“in other states -- drain significant dollars from the public 
schodls, as parents who have chosen the route of 
“double taxation for education" -- paying their property 
taxes while at the same time paying private school 
tuitions -- now be free to get state tax dollars they would 
have never received before? 

How will the state -- whi 
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educational outcomes that will prepare students for the 
future? If this is a problem in the state's public schools 
already, there is no guarantee that with a massive 
infusion of funds to newly-created private schools. 
these new schools will be any better It is clear that a 
far more rigorous system of monitoring of schoo! out- 
puts will be necessary if the state moves toward 
vouchers 

After all, there has been a national scandal regard- 
ing the performange of many proprietary schools 
providing specialized training. which for years have 
been eligible for federal student loans and grants. The 
proliferation of these schools: the prablems with some 
of their application procedures. and the performance of 
thei graduates has become an issue. We would not 
want that type of problem to occur with the state's most 
vulnerable consumers -- young people and poor people 
who might be eligible to receive these vouchers 

We are also concerned that such a voucher pian 
could be used to promote. or certainly exacerbate, 
discrimination and antagonism to busing. We need 
Only consider the academies which were set up in 
Cleveland after busing was enforced there to realize 
the possibility of such behavior. We would hate to see 
a youcher plan used as a haven for the potentially 
discriminatory behavior of some schoo! operators 

We recognize that the Ohio Education Association 
is an opponent of the plan. At the same time, the Ohio 
School Boards Association -- which represents the 
management of the public schools -- Nas also ex- 
pressed its reservations. It could be that both these 
groups are simply concerned about issues such as turf 
and control. But there could also be legitimate con- 
cerns regarding how a plan of this nature would affect 
the delicate balance that already exists in the public 
schools -- andahow it would affect the future of public 
education, by potentially weakening support for public

Powell is currently being compared favorably to 
another iconic American solder, Dwight D, Eisen- 
hower. Eisenhower was courted by Democrats and 
Republicans after resigning from the Army in the wake 
of his leadership of the victorious Allied forces in 
Europe during World War Il to head Columbia Univer- 
sit 

The Republicans won the battle. and Eisenhower 
won election twice to the presidency 

Bob Bennett certainly sees the parallels between

"Probably nobody has made more of an impact out 
of the military since Dwight Eisenhower," the Ohio 
Republican Party chairman said of the retiring military 
leader 

“cant think of anybody that has the national stature 
that Colin Powell has." 

It is clear that. if Colin Powell were to be drafted to 
run for president. he would be a formidable candidate 
Republicans drafting nim to run would almost be as- 
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sured of significant Black voting strength -- in fact, at 
least one poll has suggested that at least 50 percent 
of Black voters would vote for a Republican named 
Colin Powell for president. a figure that would likely 
endanger the winning coalition that Bill Clinton built in 
his run for the presidency. 

Powell's military background would also be likely to 
play well in the nation’s south and the west. and his 
history of achievement and non-threatening racial per- 
sona makes him an easy Black candidate to support in 
all areas of the country 

But before you begin distributing your"Powell in"96" 
buttons, there are some hard realities to address.- 

The most critical one is the primary field. While 
Colin. Powell “has a very strong personality, and.ob- 
viously is very well known by the American people," 
Bennett said, "he still has to get out and go through that 
primary process.’

Powell will have no such luck, A 1996 Republican 
primary would likely feature a number of candidates 
who have more entrenched constituencies among the 
party faithful. including former candidate. and former 
Bush cabinet member Jack Kemp: right-wing columnist 
Pat Buchanan: Kansas Senator Robert Dole: and 
maybe even his former boss. former Defense 
Secretary Dick Cheyney 

And Powell would be walking into a Republican 
primary season in which he would not only be undoub- 
edly the only Black candidate, but unlikely to find many 

lack voters prepared to vote in the Republican 
primary in order to support him 

There is some question as to whether Powell would 
run as a Republican or Democrat. But it is unques- 
tioned that. if he declares himself a Democrat, he would 
be unlikely to be able to oust a sitting president -- even 
a president, like Bill Clinton. whose approval ratings 
are thus far fairly weak ‘ 

A not-unlikely scenario would have Powell running 
for the U.S, Senate in some state. and thereby (shduld 
he win) building a base from which he could effectively 
enter the presidential sweepstakes in the future.

U.S. President Bill 
Clinton, who has 5,000 troops in Somalia. said that he 
wants to ‘stabilize the country and leave its peoplé 
in control of theif own destiny. But the “hit-and-run 
General Aideed has written a letter to former President 
Jimmy Carter seeking an invitation to New York to put 
his case before tne formal U.N, body, He has avoided 
capture by adopting what one source call a "village 
lifestyle.” that has made him almost invisible to sophis- 
ticated electronic detection equipment and massive 
ground searches. He hopes to win a war of attrition and 
his techniques are said to include traveling by donkey 
instead of automotive caravans and employing women

Aideed has been 
labeled a “fugitive warlord’ and recently the U.S. sent 
400 Army Rangers there with the express purpose of 
capturing Aideed, Many of the Rangers are reported to 
be members of the elite anti-terrorist Delta Force 
During the Rangers first operation they were dropped 
by ropes from hovering helicopters and badly damaged 
two buildings inhabited primarily by foreign white. aid 
workers and they arrested eight U.N. civilian 
employees by mistake. These reliel workers, and other 
supporters at the U.N. building. protested and labeled 
the raid “extremely aggressive.” Troops from Canada. 
which show the Confederate flag as their symbol, have 
also been cautioned by their superiors for their 
aggressive treatment of Somali citizens.

» In 1991, the Urban Institute pub- 
lished its findings on discrimination 
in hiring. The study discussed three 
hypotheses that may explain the 
differing levels of labor force par- 
ticipation for the black male popula- 
tion. 

These hypotheses include: 1) 
entry level jobs are moving away 
trom the inner city. leaving blacks 
with reduced access to employ- 
ment opportunities; 2) black youths 
are rejected from jobs that are avail- 
able or are fired due to their inability

to meet the expectation of 
employers early on; 3) young black 
men are poorly trained for employ- 
ment due to the inferior educational 
Opportunities or because .the social 
milieu gives low priority to the at- 
tributes that lead to school or job 
performance. 

The study also attempted to 
identify other factors that impact 
black job seekers. the study 
selected two young men--one black 
and one white--that were carefully 
matched on all characteristics that 
Could affect a hiring decision, and 
were trained to behave as similarly 
as possible in an interview setting. 

The men applied, in turn, for an 
entry level job (requiring no special

was advertised in the newspaper, 
and each reported his treatment at 
every stage of the hiring process. 
the two applicants were matched 
the same with respect to job 
qualifications, experience and 
demeanor. The results were not 
similar. Race consistently played a 
part in the employers s@ection 

In 1993, the National Science 
Foundation funded a study to deter- 
mine whether liberals were less 
prejudiced than conservatives in 
their opinions of blacks. In short 
there is little difference between the 
views of liberals and conservatives 
regarding the issue of race. 

The following is a sample of the 
study: 1) 51 percent of the conser- 
vatives but also 45 percent of the 
liberals agreed that blacks are ag- 
gressive'or violent; 2) 21 percent of 
the conservatives but also 17 per- 
cent of the liberals agreed that 
blacks are ‘irresponsible", 3) 44

The skills that could prepare 
anyone, age 11 or older, to save a 
life can be easily learned through 
American Red Cross CPR training. 
The courses are'taught at many 
locations, including the Red Cross 
Chapterhouse at 995 E. Broad St 
and the Eldon Ward YMCA at 130 
Woodland Ave. In 1994, classes will 
also be available at the Franklin 
Park Conservatory. There are many 
classes available including adult 
CPR, infant and child CPR and first 
aid, or classes that combine CPR 
for adults and children.

Nathan served as a court ap- 
pointed special master or court 
monitor for federal and state 
courts in prison or jail reform 
cases in several states.

Obviously, 
stone and brick are very desirable 
from a maintenance standpoint 
since they don’t have to be painted, 
but they’re also more expensive. 
Aluminum siding doesn’t have to 
be painted, but sometimes can be 
dented by hail. One caution about 
colored aluminum siding, if you have 
to replace a piece here and there, it 


seldom 


matches the old color. 


depending on the climate where you live. Ask 
your roofer to explain the difference. 

It’s a good idea to keep a bundle of 
matching shingles on hand to replace those 
that blow off in a storm.

A coat of paint is a good 
start. Watch for sales. If you’re 
painting more than one room, five- 
gallon cans available at large home 
improvement centers may be your 
best buy. Many places will mix a 
special color for you at no extra 
charge. Ask your dealer what type of 
paint to choose for ease in application 
and cleaning. Many people prefer flat 
paint in living rooms, but people with 
_children may find it easier to clean 
walls in kitchen, baths and hallways 
with a semi-gloss paint. 

Choose’ colors you ‘canbe 
comfortable with. Reds, oranges and 
yellows are warm; blues, greens, and 
violéts are cool. Light colors make 
rooms feel more spacious. For rooms 
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with high ceilings, a dark color on the 
floor creates a more intimate 
atmosphere. A long, narrow room will 
seem wider by using light colors on the 
long walls and a dark color on the 
short end wall. 

Try making a border with 
inexpensive stencils. They add charm 
and a professional touch ta.any room. 

Paper small bathrooms or one wall 
in a larger room. Paper lasts longer 
than paint, especially if you select one 
that is washable. Wallpaper doesn’t 
have to be expensive. Haunt the 
wallpaper stores where you can often 
find discontinued rolls marked down. 
Measure the room before you shop, 
and if you buy discontinued patterns, 
make sure you have enough to finish 
the whole job.
